The 
cold has taken complete hold of the 
country now and with the weather 
stabilized once more fans may expect 
better results, according to Albert P.

great grief among the radio fans The 
aurora borealis sometimes has tie ef­ 
fect of completely killing ofT radio 
waves. 
Another thing that has gives radio 
listeners much trouble the hut few 
days is interference from regenerate 
receivers given as Christmas presents 
by the hundreds. 
New and inexperienced op raters 
of these sets are filling the ar with 
howls and shrieks, according to Mr.

PERSCH BAH DEETS INYtSTIHATED 


F r a n c e, which so far has m ade no move* to pay principal or 
in terest of w a r debts owing Ami'rica,.ha.s voted millions of francs 
to prosecute wars in Morocco and to finance war munitions sales 
to countries of the Little Entente. 
Senator Borah recently addressed a note to Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon A sking about the status of French war debts. 
The British government has at last taken indirect action regard­ 
ing the debt due from France. 
The foreign office has expressed 
grave alarm and disapproval of the French policy as expressed 
in heavy loans for military purposes to its satellite countries, the 
Little Entente, although France declares itself unable to pay 
either interest or principal on its heavy debts to Great Biitain and 
America. 
The English are put out since they are repaying their 
debt to America which was incurred chiefly on behalf of France. 
France has agreed to loan Poland, Rumania, and Czecho­ 
slovakia the tidy sum,of 800,000,000 gold francs ($100,000,000). 
These loans were made in 1923 and it is said a further French 
loan to Czechoslovakia is contemplated. 
France has not .vet been asked for an explanation, but it is 
understood that its attitude is that the money does not really leave 
France but is simply credit which will ]^d used for the purpose of 
restoring French industries while- at the same time 
helping 
F ranee’s allies. 
It is expected that this wUl be one of the first q u e s t io n s to 
be raised by the new- labor government in England, when it ta k e s 
office aa it is pledged to a policy o f promoting disarmament and 
this recent action of F ram e is regarded as the most flagrant c a s e 
oft encouraging small nations to arm unnecessarily.

FRENCH WAR DEBTS INVESTIGATED 


FRA NC E, which so far has made no move to pay principal or 
interest of war debts owing America,,has voted millions of francs 
to prosecute wars in Morocco and to finance war munitions sales 
to countries of the Little Entente. 
Senator Borah recently addressed a note to Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon asking about the status of French war debts. 
The British government has at last taken indirect action regard­ 
ing the debt due from France. 
The foreign office has expressed 
grave alarm and disapproval of the French policy as expressed 
in heavy loans for military purposes to its satellite countries, the 
Little Entente, although France declares itself unable to pay 
either interest or principal on its heavy debts to Great Britain and 
America. 
The English are put out since they are repaying their 
debt to America which was incurred chiefly on behalf of France. 
France has agreed to loan Poland, Rumania, and Czecho­ 
slovakia the tidy Sum of 800,000,000 gold francs ($100,000,000). 
These loans were made in 1923 and it is said a further French 
loan to Czecho-Slovakia is contemplated. 
France has not yet been astked for an explanation, but it is 
understood that its attitude is that the money does not really leave 
France but is simply credit which will be used for the purpose of 
restoring French industries while at the same time helping 
France’s allies. 
It is expected that this will be one of the first questions to 
be raised by the new labor government in England, when it takes 
office as.it is pledged to a policy of promoting disarmament and 
this recent action of France is regarded as the most flagrant case 
of: encouraging small nations to arm unnecessarily.
